REPLACEMENT IS SCHEDULED for the smoke-belching, open hearth furnaces of Gran¬ 
ite City Steel Co. along Omaha street. The firm, which has been acquiring several blocks 
of property on the east side of Omaha, announced this week its plans for a SI 20,000,- 
000 modernization, and expansion program that includes a basic oxygen furnace with a 
capacity of 2.200,000 tons of steel a year to be completed in 1967 and intended to re¬ 
place the existing seven open hearth furnaces with a capacity of 1,740/000 tons.
